D.C. Zoning Commission approves 
plans for Northwest Campus 


The D.C. Zoning Commission, in a 
hearing Dec. 13, approved Gallaudet’s 
plans for the renovation of the North- 
west Campus. 

It is hoped that the renovation of the 
campus, which will be used for Prepa- 
ratory students next fall, can begin 
sometime in January. 

Before construction can begin, the 
last step Gallaudet must take is to file 
for a covenant (showing that ownership 
of the campus by Gallaudet is in order) 
and a building permit with the D.C. 
government. Although this process 
could take as long as two months, the 
College is hoping that the permit can 
be received sooner than that. 

During the Dec. 13 Zoning Commis- 
sion hearing, it was decided that a 
seven-foot-high fence will be placed 
around the southern and southeastern 
borders between the campus and resi- 
dential housing. The Zoning Commis- 
sion, in an earlier hearing on Nov. 15, 
had approved all of Gallaudet’s other 
plans for the campus but had post- 


poned its decision on the issue of 
fencing. 

The College also obtained the ap- 
proval of the National Capital Planning 
Commission earlier (Nov. 2) for its 
Planned Unit Development. 

Although the Main Building on the 
Northwest Campus requires major work 
to modify it to meet the needs of the 
College, all buildings need to be made 
habitable and plumbing, electrical and 
painting work need to be done as well 
as landscaping. The Design and Con- 
struction Department at Gallaudet will 
be responsible for monitoring all con- 
tractors on the Northwest Campus.

Work begins

There will no longer be a require- 
ment to present a certificate or proof of 
insurance form to register your vehicle. 

Remember, if your vehicle is regis-
